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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's preliminary amendment filed on 6/6/05 is acknowledged. Claims 3,6,7,8,9,14,15 
have been amended. Claims 12 and 13 have been canceled. Claims 17-22 have been added. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I: claims 1-11, 17 drawn to a method of screening or testing for candidate antifungal 
compounds that impair ATP(CTP):tRNA nucleotidyltransferase enzyme (CCAl) function. 
Group II: claims 14-16, 18-22, dravra to a method for the treatment or prevention of fungal 
infections in a host. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

1 . The technical feature of Group I is the method of screening or testing for candidate 

antifungal compounds that impair ATP(CTP):tRNA nucleotidyltransferase enzyme 

(CCAl) function comprising 

a) providing fungal CCAl; 

b) providing one or more candidate compounds; 
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c) contacting said CCAl with said one or more candidate compounds; and 

d) determining the interaction of the candidate compound with said CCAl . 

2. The technical feature of Group II is the method for the treatment or prevention of fungal 
infections in a host, which comprises administering to the host a therapeutically or 
prophylactically effective amount of a CCAl inhibitor. 

The technical feature of Group I is anticipated by the art (Stembach et al. Eur. J. 
Biochem, 67, pp 215-221, 1976) and therefore not "special" within the meaning of PCT Rule 
13.2 because it does not provide for a contribution that the claimed invention makes over the art. 
Stembach et al teach a reaction mixture for the inactivation of tRNA nucleotidyltransferase from 
baker's yeast by reactive tRNAs (tRNA^^'-C-C(2'NHCOCH2Br), tRNA^'^'-C- 
C(2'NHeOCH2Hg'^OH") and /?-hydroxymercuribenzoate ( Fig. 2-5; see also components of 
reaction mixture and assay for tRNA nucleotidyltransferase activity under materials and 
methods pg. 215-217). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
